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Groundbreaking  for  New  King 
Housing  Set  for  September  16 
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Conservatory  of  Flowers  Turns  Inside  Out 


Since  visitors  can't  go  into  the 
storm -dam aged  Conservatory  of 
Flowers  until-ifs  restored,  the 
Conservatory  will  turn  itself  inside 
out—through  a  series  of  lectures, 
sponsored  by  the  Friends  of 
Recreation  and  Parks. 

The  first  will  be  held  from  1 1  a  m  . 
Satui'day,  Sept  1 8  when  consenatory 
director  George  Marcopulos  will 
discuss  the  rare  and  endangered 
plants  that  still  sui'vive  m  the  building, 
which  has  been  closed  to  the  public 
for  the  last  four  years 

Marcopulos  will  bnef  the  group  on 
the  restoration  of  the  120-year-old 
Victonan  icon  and  the  building  s 
history  and  future.  Endangered  planb 
will  be  on  display  to  examine  and  to 
touch,  including  a  40-pound  cone 
from  the  prehistonc  cycad  that  feels 
hke  ftir. 

Friends  of  Recreation  and  Parks  is 
leading  the  campaign  to  restore  the 
Conservatoiy  of  Flowers,  which  was 
damaged  by  a  devastating  storm  in 
1 995  and  has  been  closed  ever  since 
Al  that  time,  windows  were  blown 
out,  walls  broken  and  thousands  of 
plants  destroyed.  So  were  adjoining 
greenhouses. 

The  storms  dealt  a  near-fatal  blow 
to  the  afready  fragile  structure,  the 
oldest  glass  and  wood  greenhouse  in 
the  United  States,  a  landmark  of 
national  significance  that  has  served 
both  Bay  Area  residents  and  tounsts 
from  all  over  the  world.  Every  day, 
the  Conservatory's  inadequate 
cbmate  and  temperature  controls 
cause  additional  plant  loss 

The  Conservatory  is  listed  by  the 
World  Monuments  Fund  as  one  of  the 
100  most  endangered  cultural

America's  Teens  Speak  Out: 

Pressures  Are  Many,  But  the  Future  Looks  Bright 


HOUSTON  -  Two  thirds  of  high 
school  students  recently  surveyed  say 
their  lives  are  at  least  somewhat  tough- 
-yet  three-fourths  say  "the  future  looks 
promismg  because  I  am  pretty  confi- 
dent that  things  will  work  out  for  me  " 
These  are  among  the  major  findings 
of  the  fourth  edition  of  The  Shell  Poll. 
an  opinion  survey  conducted  for  Shell 
Oil  Company  by  Peter  D.  Hart  Re- 
search Associates  Ninth-through 
1 2th-graders  perceptions  of  the  safety 
of  America's  schools,  influence  of  par- 
ents, school  oflScials  and  peers,  out- 
look to  the  future,  and  most  prevalent 
pressures  provide  prominent  compo- 
nentsofthisparticularpoU.  Questions 
were  formulated  m  collaboration  with 
the  US  Department  of  Education.

'This  survey  clearly 
shows  that  today 's  teens  are  not  a  gen- 
eration to  be  discounted  but  rather 
good  young  people  with  positive  fu- 
tures whom  we  all  must  encourage  and 
support  to  do  well  " 

High  school  jumors,  African  Ameri- 
cans, girls  and  students  from  one-par- 
ent households  are  the  likeliest  to  re- 
port expenencmg  difficult  limes  And 
teens  who  express  what  they  think  is 
most  challengmg  or  difficult  about 
their  lives  mention  pressure  much 
more  than  any  other  challenge. 

Perhaps  surpnsing  to  many,  the  top 
two  pressures  concern  academics,  not 
se)ftial  activity  and  drug  use  When 
asked  to  choose  from  a  list  of  suggested 
sources  of  pressure,  44  percent  of  teens 
polled  cite  "the  pressure  to  get  good 
grades"  and  32  percent  cite  "the  pres- 
sure to  get  into  college  "  Following 
those  two  issues  are  'the  pressure  to 
fit  m  socially"  (29  percent),  "the  pres- 
sure to  use  drugs  or  alcohol"  ( 1 9  per- 
cent) and  Ihe  pressure  lo  be  sexually 
active"  (13  peix:ent) 

"Pressure"  doesn't  necessarily  equal 
■problem,"  though  When  given  a  hsl 
of  problems  teens  face,  at  least  6  5  per- 
cent of  high  school  students  report  the 
issues  hsted  to  be  a  small  problem  or 
no  problem  at  all  within  their  group  of 
friends  (the  one  exception  being 
"drugs  or  alcohol")  However,  a  sig- 
nificant minonty  think  Iheir  group  of 
friends  have  fairly  or  very  senous  prob- 
lems with  drugs  and  alcohol  (43  per- 
cent), academics  (35  percent),  family 
life  (35  percent),  and  school  violence 
(32  percent).  For  African -American 
students,  m  particular,  violence  in 
school  IS  the  smgle  biggest  problem 
they  identify  (5 1  percent),  hi^  school 
students  in  the  South  also  mdicate  that 
school  violence  is  a  senous  problem 
(40  percent) 
State  of  the  Schools 

Despite  months  of  concern  among 
parents,  educators  and  politicians  over 
school  violence,  high  school  students 


generally  feel  safe  as  they  begin  a  new 
school  year. 

Asked  to  grade  their  own  schools  on 
die  issue  of  safety,  77  percent  of  all 
teens  give  their  high  schools  an  A  or 
B  for  "being  a  safe  place,  without  vio- 
lence "  However,  African-Amencan 
and  Hispamc  teens  are  far  more  con- 
cerned about  the  problems  than  their 
white  peers.  While  8 1  percent  of  white 
teens  give  a  grade  of  A  or  B  on  the 
issue,  just  69  percent  of  Hispanic  teens 
and  58  percent  of  Afiican-Amencan 
teens  agree 

Sixty-six  percent  of  those  surveyed 
give  their  school  an  overall  "grade"  of 
A  or  B,  with  almost  one  m  five  (17 
percent)  assigning  a  sohd  A. 

When  asked  to  apply  that  same  grad- 
ing scale  to  1 6  aspects  ofhigh  school, 
a  majonty  of  those  surveyed  rate  1 5  of 
the  1 6  as  an  A  or  B.  Only  when  asked 
whether  kids  generally  treat  each  other 
with  respect  do  less  than  half  (49  per- 
cent) of  all  teens  surveyed  assign  good 
marks. 

The  highest  grades-an  A— go  to  the 
following  categones  "teaching  basic 
academic  subjects,  such  as  English, 
math  and  science"  (90  percent  give  an 
A  or  B),  "the  availability  of  comput- 
ers" (79  percent),  "the  availability  of 
classes  in  the  subjects  like  art.  theater 
and  music"  (79  percent)  and  "giving 
students  help  and  advice  about  apply- 
ing to  college"  (78  percent) 

Other  signs  of  dissatisfaction  are  re- 
flected. For  example,  almost  four  in  1 0 
students  (37  percent)  give  their  schools 
an  unsatisfactory  grade  when  it  comes 
to  having  enough  space  for  the  num- 
ber of  students  Almost  half  (46  per- 
cent) give  low  marks  regarding  the 
extent  to  which  their  schools  have 
small  classes  with  personal  attention 
Generally  speaking,  the  larger  the 
school,  the  lower  the  grades  students 
give  m  these  areas.  Thirty-eight  per- 
cent of  students  in  schools  of  more  than 
1,800  students  say  tlieir  schools  are

Traffic  Plan  for  South  of  Market 
Introduced  to  S.F  Supervisors 


Supervisor  Leslie  Katz  on  Aug  23 
introduced  a  comprehensive  plan  to 
address  parking  and  traffic  ctmgeslion 
m  the  Soutli  of  Market  (SOMA)  area. 

"SOMA  is  being  transformed  into 
a  vibrant  urban  center  with  increased 
residential,  commercial  and  enter- 
tainment destinations."  said  Katz 
'With  the  burgeoning  housing  mar- 
ket; the  increase  in  digital  media 
firms;  the  opening  of  Sony  Metreon. 
Pacific  Bell  Park  and  the  Jewish  and 
Mexican  museums,  new  retail  devel- 
opment, and  the  start  of  ma|or  trans- 
portation proiects,  traffic  congestion 
and  parking  availability  in  SOMA 
have  reached  cnlical  proportions  " 

Katz  's  action  plan  consists  of  two 
parts,  fhe  first  step  consists  of  some 
immediate  and  concrete  steps  to  re- 
duce congestion  and  ease  the  park- 
ing crunch  Such  immediate  steps 
include  requinng  limited  parking  in 
conjunction  with  new  SOMA  devel- 
opment, completion  of  the  Bicycle 
Network,  developing  and  imple- 
menting a  pilot  satellite  parking  pro- 
gram, and  encouragmg  van  pooling 
as  an  alternative  to  single-occupant 
vehicles. 

"While  1  whole-heatedly  support 


the  Cily  s  I  ransit  First  policv.  it  can- 
not continue  lo  be  implemented 
blmdly  or  in  a  vacuum,"  said  Katz 
"At  the  same  lime,  we  also  need  to 
provide  real,  viable  alternatives  to 
driving.  Completing  the  Bicycle  Net- 
work and  implementing  a  pilot  sat- 
ellite parking  program  will  work  to- 
wards this  end,  " 

The  second  step  is  the  creation  of  a 
SOMA  Parking  Efficiency  and  Traf- 
fic Reduction  Task  Force,  facilitated 
with  the  support  of  DPW  and  DPT. 
to  bnng  together  SOMA  neighboi- 
hood  groups,  developers  that  are 
building  in  SOMA,  business  organi- 
zations who  have  an  interest  in 
SOMA,  the  Bicycle  Coalition,  as  well 
as  the  Transportation  Aulhonty,  the 
Planning  Department,  the  Redevel- 
opment Agency,  and  Mum  This 
group  of  stakeholders  will  be  brought 
together  to  build  a  consensus  around 
a  more  extensive  package  of  im- 
provements 

"While  certain  steps  and  pilot 
projects  can  be  implemented  imme- 
diately, longer-term  plans  and  ideas 
need  to  be  discussed  by  those  most 
du-ectly  aflecled  by  the  increasing 
congestion."  said  Katz 


SAT  Scores  Rising  for  SFUSD  Students 


High  school  students  in  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(SR  ISO)  are  posting  higher  results  on 
the  Scholastic  Achievement  Test 
(SAT)  A  1999  distncl-wide  math 
score  of  517  reflects  a  five-pomt  im- 
provement over  1998,  with  SFUSD 
students  outperformmg  theu"  peers  in 
Calilbmia  and  the  nation  in  math.  The 
1 999  distnct-wide  verbal  score  of  463 
mdicates  a  seven-point  improvement 
over  the  previous  year. 

While  the  distncfs  average  verba! 
score  IS  lower  than  the  stale  and  na- 
tional average,  the  vast  majonty  of 
SFUSD 's  test-takers  (72  percent) 
learned  English  as  a  second  language 
compared  lo  their  peers  acrass  the  stale 
(36  percent)  and  countiy  ( 1 8  percent) 
Additionally,  more  than  half  of 
SFUSD  s  test-lakers  (52  percent) 
come  from  low-income  famihes,  com- 
pared lo  30  percent  across  the  slate  and 
24  percent  across  the  nation.  These 
language  and  economic  factors  indi- 
cate that  SFUSD  students  are  over- 


commg  the  odds  to  achieve, 

SFUSD  s  SAT  results  over  a  five- 
year  trend  represent  a  17-pomt  in- 
crease on  the  vei  bal  test  and  a  1 4-poml 
increase  on  the  math  test  In  Califor- 
ma.  the  five-year  trend  showed  an  in- 
crease of  just  five  points  on  both  math 
and  verbal  tests  Nationally,  students 
increased  their  SAT  scores  by  one  and 
five-points  respectively  over  the  same 
five-year  period. 

"We  are  extremely  proud  of  our  stu- 
dents' nsmg  test  scores  on  the  SAT," 
said  Linda  Davis,  SFUSD  inlenm  su- 
penntendent.  "These  gains  are  the  re- 
suit  of  their  hard  work,  our  teachers' 
commitment  to  high  student  achieve- 
ment and  a  distnct-wide  effort  to  bet- 
ter prepare  our  students 

SFUSD  IS  committed  to  providing  a 
ngorous  academic  environment  in 
which  all  students  can  succeed.  This 
positive  five-year  trend  on  the  SAT  test 
indicates  that  more  students  in  the 
SFUSD  are  being  prepared  to  go  to 
college

(NAPS)  A  person  going  to  work  in 
the  eai  ly  1 900s  faced  a  senous  nsk  of 
returning  home  badly  hurl,  or  not  re- 
turning at  all  Factories,  mmes.  and 
nulls  were  dangerous  places  lo  eam  a 
living  Workers  were  maimed,  dis- 
abled, and  killed  in  alarmmgly  high 
nuiTibei>;  as  a  re.sult  of  fires,  explosions, 
cave-ms,  and  injuries  from  machines 
Since  then,  Amenca  has  made  vast 
improvements  in  protectmg  workers 
from  hazardous  conditions  on  the  job 
As  a  result,  woric-related  mjunes  and 
deaths  have  declined  dramatically  over 
the  past  centuiy 

For  example,  in  Allegheny  County, 
Pa,,  alone.  195  steelworker^  died  on 
the  job  from  .luly  1 906  through  June 
1907.  In  1997.  17  s-teelworkeiN  died 
nationwide-still  too  many  deaths,  but 
far  fewer  than  the  toll  90  years  ago 

From  1933  lo  1 997,  job-related 
deaths  in  general  declined  90  percent 
in  the  U  S  .  from  37  deaths  per 
100,000  workers  to  4  per  100,000 
Tile  decline  occurred  even  as  the  U  S 
working  population  more  than  tripled, 
from  39  million  to  approximately  1 30 
million 

In  mimng,  the  number  of  deaths  fell 
sharply  from  an  average  of  3,329  per 
year  duimg  1 9 1 1  - 1 9 1 5  to  89  per  year 
on  average  in  the  1 990s  This  decline 
includes  dramatic  reductions  m  disas- 
frous  coal  mme  explosions  Some  477 
workers  per  year  on  average  died  m 
such  explosions  in  1 906-1 910,  down 
lo  only  three  per  year  on  average  in 
1991-1995 

Workplaces  have  become  less  dan- 
gerous for  many  reasons.  Industrial 
machines  and  tools  are  safer  than  they 
were  many  years  ago,  and  compames 
have  adopted  safer  ways  of  doing 
work  Workplaces  also  are  safer  be- 
cause workers  and  health  and  .safely 
professionals  receive  better  training  to 
prevent  injuries  Moreover,  work- 
places have  benefmed  from  general 
improvements  in  injury  control,  such 
as  the  use  of  safely  belts  and  other  fea- 
tures in  motor  vehicles 

These  advancements  have  resulted 
from  the  actions  of  many  different  in- 
dividuals and  organizations  Labor  and 
management  have  taken  steps  to  im- 
prove worker  safety  Government 
agencies  have  set  and  enforced  safely 
standards,  and  have  ftirthered  safety 
education  on  the  job  Scientists  and 
public  health  profes.sionals  in  govern- 


ment and  umversities  have  contnbuled 
research  on  better  ways  to  recognize, 
undei"stand,  and  ctmtrol  safety  hazards 
"Safer  workplaces  are  one  of  the 
20lh  Century's  great  pubhc  health  suc- 
ces.ses  in  the  U  S  said  Dr  Jeflrey 
Koplan,  director  of  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
(CDC)  'Still,  much  more  remains  to 
be  done  to  ensure  that  every  worker 
will  have  a  safe  and  productive  ide, 
free  from  job-related  injunes  and  their 
long-term  consequences 

Today,  ongoing  efjbrts  to  protect 
worker  safety  continue  For  example, 
injury  prevention  is  one  of  the  pubhc 
health  pnorities  under  the  National 
Occupational  Research  Agenda 
(NORA),  a  national  plan  for  research 
to  advance  woriq)lace  health  and  salety 
in  the  21st  Century  NORA  was  de- 
veloped by  CDCOs  National  histitute 
for  Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
(NIOSH)  m  CDC  and  some  500  part- 
ner organizations  and  mdividuals  na- 
tionwide

DC  -  A  new  breed 
of  loan  shark  is  preymg  upon  unwary 
consumers  Most  credit  scans,  and  spe- 
cifically advance-fee  loan  scams,  guar- 
anlee  or  represent  a  high  likelihood 
of  success  that  the  advertiser  will  be 
able  to  gel  or  arrange  a  loan  or  other 
form  of  credit  for  a  consumer,  regard- 
less of  the  consumer's  credit  history 

These  scams  difler  from  legitimate, 
guaranteed  oflers  of  credit  m  one  criti- 
cal way  they  require  payments  up- 
front before  the  lender  is  identified  and 
the  application  is  completed  Legiti- 
mate lenders  may  require  consumers 
to  pay  apphcation,  appraisal  or  credit 
report  fees,  but  these  fees  never  are 
required  before  the  lender  is  identified 
and  the  application  completed  hi  ad- 
dition, the  fees  generally  are  made  pay- 
able to  the  lender,  not  the  broker  or 
arranger  of  the  supposed  guaranteed 
loan  or  extension  of  credit 

Legitimate  lenders  rarely  guarantee 
a  loan  or  extension  of  credit  before 
evaluatmg  a  consumer  s  credit  worthi- 
ness However,  there  are  legitimate 
guaranteed  offers  of  credit.  For  ex- 
ample, guaranteed  offers;  of  credit  cards 
or  other  extensions  of  credit  do  not 
require  any  payments  up-front  for  a 
consumer  to  accept  the  offers  These 
are  firm  offers  of  credit  that  require  a 
consumer  to  accept  the  offer;  they  are 
advance-fee  loans  only  if  they  offer  the 
consumer  the  "opportumty  to  apply" 
for  credit 

Advertisements  that  promise  loans 
generally  appear  in  the  classified  sec-  ' 
tions  of  newspapers  and  magazmes 
and  on  the  Internet  Often,  the  ad  fea- 
tures 900  numbers,  which  result  m 
charges  on  a  consumer's  phone  bill. 
Advance-fee  loan  scams  also  are  pro- 
moted through  dinsct  mail  and  radio 
and  cable  TV  spots  The  appearance 
of  an  as  m  recognized  media  outlets- 
such  as  a  local  paper  or  radio  station-

Safety  Advocates 
Concerned  with  Rise 
In  Train  Accidents 

HOUSTON  -  Rail  safety  is  headed 
down  the  wrong  track  m  1 999,  accord- 
ing to  a  new  safety  update  released  by 
rail  satety  advocates 

"We  knew  that  tram  accidents  were 
up  last  year,  and  we  wanted  to  check 
m  at  mid-year  and  see  il'  the  railroad 
mdustry  had  turned  that  around  m  '99," 
said  Sherry  Kieshng  Fox,  executive 
director  of  Rail  Watch,  a  non-profit  rail- 
road salety  organization  'Unfortu- 
nately what  we  found  is  disturbing 
The  accident  rate  is  up  for  the  first  haff 
of  this  year,  compared  to  the  same  pe- 
nod  a  year  ago,  accordmg  to  the  latest 
numbers  (January-May)  from  the  Fed- 
eral Railroad  Admimslration  (FRA) 
That  means  more  of  us  are  at  nsk  from 
collisions,  toxic  spills  and  other  rail 
salety  problems  " 

The  1 999  rail  safe^  findings  were  a 
follow-up  to  JVhy  IS  There  a  Train 
Accident  Every  Ninety  Minutes?,  a 
report  released  earlier  this  year  by 
RailWatch 

"According  to  the  FRA's  numbers, 
tram  accidents  were  up  7  percent  m 
1998  from  1997  and  that  growth  m 
accident  rates  is  contmuing  agam  in 
1999,  reported  Steven  Moss,  author 
of  the  report  In  fact,  already  this  year, 
several  railroads  have  expenenced 
more  fatal  accidents  than  m  either  of 
the  past  two  years.  And  just  as  we 
found  in  our  onginal  report,  there  con- 
tinues to  be  a  rail  collision,  accident 
oi  incident  somewhere  m  the  United 
States  every  90  minutes  " 

The  earher  report  also  found  that 
there  was  a  train  accident  resullmg  m 
a  spill  of  hazardous  matenals  at  a  rate 
of  one  every  two  weeks,  that  more  than 
80  percent  of  the  nation's  pubhc  rail- 
road crossings  are  unprotected  by 
lights  and  gates,  and  Uiat  vital  rail 
satety  technology,  such  as  fraffic  con- 
trol mechanisms,  dates  back  to  the 
1 930s  (even  though  trains  now  travel 
faster,  and  with  smaller  crews). 

'What  these  latest  numbers  tell  us  is 
that  more  than  ever,  rail  safety  is  too 
important  to  be  left  to  the  raifroads 
(which  in  eft'ect  is  what  the  FRA 
does),"  said  Fox  "That  s  why  we're 
renewmg  our  call  to  Congress  to  hold 
ui-depth  heanngs  on  the  state  of  rail 
safety  m  this  country,  and  we're  renew- 
mg our  call  to  the  nation 's  railroads  to 
take  responsibihty  for  the  safety  of  their 
own  operations."

Serial  Rapist  Faces 
32  Years  in  Prison 

San  Francisco  District  Attorney 
Terence  HalHnan  on  Aug  13  ap- 
plauded the  conviction  of  an  ag^s- 
sive  senal  rapist  who  attacked  his  vic- 
tims after  rendering  them  unconscious 
with  a  potent  and  dangerous  drug 

Angel  Flores,  45.  was  found  guilty 
of  nine  felony  counts  stemming  from 
his  assault  on  four  women  that  in- 
cluded forcible  rape,  givmg  an  intoxi- 
catmg  drug  or  anesthetic  substance  to 
someone,  false  impnsonment  and  sex 
with  a  penion  who  is  unconscious  The 
charges  yield  a  maximum  sentence  of 
32  years  in  state  pnson 

"This  IS  an  extremely  important  ver- 
dicC  said  HaUinan.  "Flores  is  a  vicious 
sexual  predator  and  very  dangerous 
He  showed  absolutely  no  regard  for 
any  of  his  victims,  who  were  left  for- 
ever scarred  and  could  have  easily 
been  killed  by  this  it  is  fortunate  he 
was  convicted  before  that  happened 

Flores  was  convicted  of  lunng  his 
victims  to  his  home  or  workplace  and 
then  drugged  them  with  champagne 
laced  with  the  powerful  drug  known 
asGHB  The  drug,  an  anesthetic  made 
fiom  red  dye  and  nail  polish,  causes 
immediate  unconsciousness  Each  vic- 
tim said  they  had  taken  only  a  sip  or 
two  of  the  drink  before  passing  oul 

After  the  women  were  chemically 
subdued,  Flores  would  rape  them, 
sometimes  for  hours  before  the  drug 
would  wear  off  and  the  victims  became 
aware  of  what  had  happened  to  them 
Each  victim  testified  lhat  when  they 
woke  up  they  found  themselves  en- 
gaged in  sexual  intercourse  with 
Flores,  who  was  completely  nude 

Flores  claimed  that  he  never  used  the 
drug  and  that  despite  the  victims '  pro- 
test to  the  contrary,  all  sex  had  been 
consensual.  However,  his  claims  were 
discounted  during  trial, 

■'1  never  had  a  defendant  that  you 
could  so  effectively  cross  examine  and 
prove  that  he  was  lymg.  "  said  Assis- 
tant Distnct  Attorney  Lmda  KJee,  the 
prosecutor  dunng  the  three- week  long 
tnal. 

It  took  the  jury  less  than  a  day  to 
reach  a  verdict  which  Klee  said  was 
the  first  ever  m  Cahfomia  for  a  case 
like  this  when  there  was  no  physical 
evidence  of  the  suspected  drug. 

"The  problem  with  the  drug  is  that 
it  goes  through  the  (body)  so  fast,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  find  it  in  the  vic- 
tim," said  Klee,  who  said  the  drug, 
which  can  knock  out  its  victim  for  sev- 
eral hours,  typically  has  dissipated  by 
the  time  the  victim  wakes  up.  "And  this 
stufl'can  kill  you.  We  had  experts  tes- 
tify that  durmg  the  course  of  one  year, 
47  people  died  after  being  given  GHB. 

"It  IS  a  bad  drug  and  I  consider  this 
guy  to  be  a  senal  rapist,"  said  Klee 
"Flores  had  more  victims  than  just 
these  four  women  but  we  weren  t  able 
to  get  testimony  from  all  of  them  m 
court.  Thank  goodness  the  jury  didn  't 
need  to  hear  anymore  " 

Doctor  An'ested  for  Burglary, 
Theft  and  Credit  Card  Fraud 

Dislricy  Attorney  Hallinan  an- 
nounced on  Aug.  1 8  the  arrest  of  a  San 
Francisco  doctor  on  charges  she  stole 
credit  cards  and  jewelry  from  four  fel- 
low physicians  at  the  Umversity  of 
Cahfomia  at  San  Francisco  Stanford 
Medical  Center 

Wanda  N  Heffemon,  40  of  Rich- 
mond, was  arraigned  in  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court  on  one  count  of  first 
degree  burglaiy,  seven  counts  of  sec- 
ond degree  burglary,  six  counts  of  forg- 
ing a  credit  cardholder 's  signature,  four 
counts  of  unauthorized  use  of  credit 
cards,  four  counts  of  grand  theft,  and 
one  count  of  possessing  stolen  prop- 
er^, all  felonies  She  entered  pleas  of 
not  guilty  to  all  charges. 

She  was  released  from  custody  after 
posting  $45,000  bail  If  convicted  of 
all  counts,  Heflemon  faces  a  maximum 
penalty  of  1 0  years  m  state  pnson,  a 
fine  of  $10,000  and  a  civiUy-enforce- 
able  order  of  ftill  restitution. 


Heffemon,  an  anesthesiologist,  is  ac- 
cused of  stealing  credit  cards  from  her 
fellow  doctors'  wallets  while  they  were 
left  in  the  room  at  Moffitt  Haspital  that 
contained  lockers  for  the  doctors  while 
they  worked  Between  February  and 
July  of  this  year,  four  different  doctors 
had  a  credit  card  taken  out  of  wallets 
left  in  the  "Fellows  Room."  No  other 
credit  cards  or  cash  were  removed 
from  the  wallets. 

Subsequently,  each  of  the  four  vic- 
tims learned  of  unauthorized  charges 
made  on  their  stolen  credit  cards  at 
Macy's  either  at  San  Francisco 
Stonestown  or  Corte  Madera  stores. 
Eventually,  the  doctors  talked  to  each 
other  and  learned  they  were  all  victims 
and  decided  to  investigate  on  their 
own.  They  went  to  Macy  's  and  ascer- 
tained what  specific  items  had  been 
charged,  and  then  they  found  those 
items  in  the  store  and  photographed 
them  The  doctors  then  noticed  the 
women's  clothes  purchased  wens  m  a 
particular  size  and  tned  to  determine 
who  fit  that  size  garment  among  the 
limited  number  of  doctors  and  staff  that 
had  access  to  the  room  where  the  thefts 
had  occurred  That  led  them  to  suspect 
Heffemon,  who  wore  that  size  cloth- 
mg  They  also  noticed  her  wearing 
what  appeared  to  be  some  of  the  items 
purchased  at  Macy's  with  the  stolen 
cards  In  June,  Heffemon  had  a  house 
warming  party  at  her  newly-purchased 
home  in  Richmond  While  there,  these 
samedoctors  noticed  additional  items 

Maximum  Sentences 
For  Worst  Cocaine 
Trafficking  in  10  Years 

Distnct  Attorney  Hallinan  on  Aug. 
24  applauded  the  stiff  pnson  sentences 
levied  against  three  narcotics  smug- 
glers who  carted  huge  amounts  of  co- 
came— with  an  estimated  street  value 
of  $2  million—from  southem  Califor- 
ma  to  San  Francisco 

The  ringleader,  Ramon  Beltran.  50. 
was  sentenced  to  14  years  m  state 
pnson.  His  cousin  Adelmo  Beltran,  45. 
and  Isidor  Espmoza,  32,  were  sen- 
tenced to  1 1  years  each.  All  three  were 
convicted  for  possession,  transporta- 
tion and  conspiracy  to  transport  22 
pounds  of  cocame  alongHighway  5,  a 
notorious  comdor  for  drug  trafficking 

"These  sentences  are  important  be- 
cause, hopeftilly  they  will  severely 
impede  the  flow  of  drugs  from  south- 
em  Califorma  to  northern  Cahfomia. 
especially  mto  Francisco,"  said 
Hallman.  "We  are  sending  a  message 
that,  with  regard  to  drug  trafficking, 
San  Francisco  is  a  dead-end.  We  are 
vigorously  working  to  stop  that  illegal 
trade  m  its  tracks." 

The  sentences  were  the  tail-end  oi 
an  elaborate  surveillance  scheme  that 
tailed  the  tno  from  San  Francisco  to 
Los  Angeles  and  back  again.  A  team 
of  undercover  pofice  oflScers  tracking 
the  men  saw  them  load  cocaine  into  a 
Toyota  Corolla,  hidmg  the  dope  in  the 
car's  back  door  panels 

They  then  drove  the  car  up  Highway 
5,  long  renowned  as  the  major  trans- 


portation route  for  illicit  drugs  that 
enter  from  Mexico  destmed  for  south- 
em  California  and  beyond  Their 
cargo,  22  pounds  of  cocame.  was  even- 
tually seized,  representing  the  largest 
cache  of  cocame  m  this  country  in  more 
than  10  years, 

'It  was  a  15-hour  surveillance  ^d 
to  follow  somebody  that  long  is  a  prob- 
lem m  and  of  itself,"  said  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Lieutenant  Kitt  Crenshaw, 
who  headed  the  four-offic  under- 
aiverteam  "We  had  to  use  radios  and 
t^ephones  to  coordinate  our  move- 
ments It  was  quite  an  .dwl  But  it 
shows  we  have  the  means,  the  will  and 
the  tune  to  frack  down  these  kind  of 
major  drug  cases," 

Assistant  Distnct  Attorney  Dennis 
Moms,  who  prosecuted  the  case,  said 
the  convictions  were  the  result  of  a 
complicated  but  well -orchestrated  ef- 
fort between  vanous  police  agencies 
and  the  distnct  attorney's  office  Moms 
IS  cerlam  the  sentences  will  serve  as  a 
strong  deterrent  to  other  would-be 
drug  smugglers  eyemg  San  Francisco 
as  a  marketplace. 

This  signals  that  we  are  prepared 
and  vnlling  to  mtercept  and  prosecute." 
said  Moms  "There  is  no  easy  road  m 
and  oul  of  San  Francisco  for  dope  deal  - 
er^; " 

FTB  Expands  Its 
Credit  Card  Program 

Offering  California  taxpayers  more 
options  to  pay  theu"  tax  bills,  a  credit 
card  payment  pilot  will  be  expanded 
to  include  personal  income  tax  esti- 
mated tax  payments  and  payments  with 
tax  returns,  accordmg  to  the  Franchise 
Tax  Board  (FTB) 

Since  mid-August,  taxpayers  are 
now  able  to  use  Discover,  MasterCard 
or  American  Express  credit  cards  to 
make  third  quarter  estimated  state  tax 
payments  And  next  year,  taxpayers 
who  file  a  balance  due  personal  in- 
come tax  return  may  pay  by  credit  card 
The  credit  card  option  will  be  avail- 
able to  taxpayers  who  e-file,  use 
Telefile  or  file  paper  returns 

"California  taxpayers  have  shown 
us  through  their  participation  m  the 
pilot  program  that  they  appreciate  a 
choice  m  how  they  pay  their  state  in- 
come taxes  And  we  intend  to  be  re- 
sponsive to  what  they  are  telling  us,"

doing  a  good  or  excellent  job  of  hav- 
ing small  classes  with  personal  atten- 
tion. This  compares  with  61  percent 
of  those  in  schools  of 900  or  fewer  stu- 
dents who  say  the  same. 

High  School  Culture 

A  majority  (68  percent)  of  teens 
polled  say  the  best  thmg  about  gomg 
to  school  is  seeing  their  friends,  com- 
pared to  2 1  percent  who  say  the  best 
thmg  about  gomg  to  school  is  gomg  to 
classes.  High  school  culture  is  a  com- 
plicated issue,  though,  as  teens  gener- 
ally report  that  the  personal  quabties 
most  important  to  them  are  not  neces- 
sarily the  ones  most  in^ortant  to  popu- 
lanty 

When  asked  to  identify  qualities 
most  important  to  them  personally, 
young  people  tend  to  stress  the  mtan- 
gible  above  the  tangible  Almost  two 
out  of  three  (65  percent)  high  school 
students  rate  bemg  honest  as  very  im- 
portant,  followed  by  workmg  hard  (58 
percent),  bemg  a  good  student  (49  per- 
cent), havmg  rehgious  faith  (39  per- 
cent), giving  time  to  help  others  (38 
percent)  and  having  lots  of  finends  (32 
percent)  These  qualities  are  much 
more  important  to  young  people  than 
are  being  a  great  athlete  (19  percent), 
havmg  a  lot  of  money  (18  percent)  or 
havmg  a  boyfriend  or  girlfriend  ( 1 2 
percent) 

The  rankmgs  change  when  high 
school  students  are  asked  which  quali- 
ties are  most  important  to  bemg  popu- 
lar and  admired  In  fact,  three  quali- 


ties that  rank  at  the  bottom  of  students ' 
own  personal  value  structure  are  con- 
sidered more  important  when  it  comes 
to  gammg  popularity— havmg  lots  of 
friends,  bemg  a  great  athlete  and  hav- 
mg a  lot  of  money 

The  two  qualities  teens  generally 
value  most  personally- workmg  hard 
and  being  a  good  student— are  consid- 
ered much  less  important  in  being 
popular. 

"Kids  generally  trealmg  each  other 
with  respect"  comes  m  last  m  a  rank 
of  1 6  aspects  of  school,  but  racial  har- 
mony offers  more  encouragmg  news 
Seventy-two  percent  give  their  schools 
an  A  or  B  m  this  category,  a  percep- 
tion lhat  holds  strong  across  all  demo- 
graphic categones. 

Parenting  Matters...A  Lot 

Whi  le  their  friends  are  a  very  impor- 
tant part  of  theu"  lives,  high  school  stu- 
dents report  their  parents"  support  and 
guidance  is  more  important  than  that 
of  their  thends,  teachers,  siblmgs,  girl- 
friends or  boyfriends.  Eight  in  10 
young  people  surveyed  report  they  rely 
on  their  parents  for  guidance  on  deci- 
sions or  problems,  mcludmg  63  per- 
cent who  rely  on  them  a  lot. 

Most  high  school  students  polled  say 
they  fee  comfortable  talkmg  to  their 
parents  about  their  hves.  Nme  m  10 
feel  at  least  somewhat  comfortable 
talkmg  to  them  about  academics,  and 
three-quarters  (77  percent)  polled  say 
they  feel  comfortable  talkmg  to  them 
about  their  friends  and  social  hves 

The  relationship  between  parental 
involvement  and  teen  motivation 
seems  very  strong  For  example,  64 
percent  of  teens  who  say  theu-  parents 
follow  their  studies  closely  report  they 
receive  As  and  Bs.  and  only  48  per-

Interestingly,  fiilly  three-quarters  (7  5 
percent)  of  teens  whose  parents  fol- 
low their  studies  closely  say  their  ap- 
proach to  schoolworii  IS  to  "make  the 
best  eftbrt " 

The  lelationship  between  parents 
who  read  to  their  teens  as  young  chil- 
dren and  those  teens'  confidence  m 
their  choices  is  compelling,  as  well 
For  example,  73  percent  of  teens  who 
say  their  parents  read  to  them  "very 
fi"equentJy"  feel  confident  they  have 
made  the  right  decisions  in  their  choice 
of  fiiends,  compared  to  only  52  per- 
cent of  teens  who  say  their  parents  read 
to  them  "infi"equently, " 

Other  poll  findings  mclude: 

*Girls  report  feeling  womed  (58 
percent)  more  oflen  than  do  boys  (40 
percent),  and  students  with  lower 
grades  are  more  likely  to  feel  depressed 
(39  percent)  than  those  with  higher 
grades  (21  percent) 

*When  given  a  list  of  regrets  older 
people  often  say  about  their  high 
school  years,  high  school  students 
polled  rate  "should  have  taken  school 
more  seriously"  (32  percent)  at  the  top 
of  the  list  of  things  they  are  most  likely 
to  say  when  they  are  older,  with 
"should  have  enjoyed  myself  more"
